SAGGING THOMPSONISM. 

The Chicago City Hall machine, of 
which Frep Lunpin. is the brains and 
Mayor WILLIAM HaLeE THOMPSON the 
figurehead, added the State of Illindis 
to its territory for exploitation last 
Fall.

And we know that 
the public is powerless against such 
conspiracies except by the slow and 
haphazard workings of law, Again, 
the committee asks whether unemploy- 
ment can be mitigated, and how. That 
millions of men should be idle while 
industry is crying out for repairs’ on 
roads and railways, and while other 
millions are in dire need of, clothing 
and food,‘ emphasizes the inadequacy 
of our industrial. and financial organi- 
zations; but if wartime experience 
taught us anything it is that Goyern- 
ment control in such matters is a 
broken reed. 

One fact is implied in the commit- 
tee’s statement, though unconsciously 
as it seems. Labor and capital are or- 
ganized and have each definite ideas— 
@ program. The “ public” is not or- 
ganized and, except for such ‘tentative 
efforts as the Kansas Industrial Court, 
seems incapable of making any con- 
sistent. and permanent defense of its 
rights. Is it possible or desirable that 
the portion of the public which stands. 
innocently by when labor and capital 
are at war should in turn become.6or- 
ganized and militant? If not, how are 
its rights to be safeguarded? The 
question is no. less difficult and dis- 
ruptive than those the committee pro- 
pounds; but is it not the question that 
underlies them all? 








GUESTS OF FRANCE. 

Of all human experiences none can 
be more inspiring, more affecting, 
than a return to the scene where glory 
has been won on the battlefield by the 
soldier fighting for a great cause. 
Two. hundred and fifty members of 
the American Legion, representing all 
arms of tke service, will visit France 
in August as the guests of. her Goy- 
ernment. Four years 4g0 they. crossed 
the Atlantic in transports exposed to 
attack by enemy submarines. Upon 
reaching French ‘soil they went 
through months of intensive training 
for the ordeal of battle. It was stern 
business, but compared with. what 
was to follow it was»mere routine, 
although sometimes within sound of 
the guns, When the call to battle 
came the American soldier, under- 
standing the perils to be encountered 
and knowing how much more terrible 
the ordeal would be than in previous 
wars, could not count upon coming 
geathless through the carnage. There 
ig not a veteran of Ch&teau-Thierry 
or the Argonne campaign who ex- 
pected to survive the experience when 
he obeyed orders to advance. It was 
the first war in which the soldier did 
not dream that he would be lucky 
enough to return home whole .and 
sound, however it might be with his’ 
comrades; and few who went under 
fire escaped without a wound. 

Never before hadithe soldier to face 
so many. and such deadly weapons, in- 
struments and engines of destruction, 
Never before had there been such 
deafening and nerve-shattering din on 
a battlefield, and never was campaign- 
ing so harassing, so wearing, 0 
crowded with awful spectacles, so 
foul and vile, But the return to the 
front of, these two hundred and fifty 
members of the American Legion will 
‘be an agreeable tour of observation, a 
holiday under blue’ skies, amid scenes’ 
no longér harrowing, for nature has 
smoothed away the scars of war, 
showing fields of wheat and flowers 
and waving copses where the trenches 
disfigured the earth and the ground 
was torn and ridged by the wheels of 
guns and the grinding rush of motor 
wagons. Thé American visitors who 
are to erijoy the hospitality of our 
ally, France,’ will fight their battles 
over again, although their pleasure

spectators in Jersey City: 

It meant not _simply the presence of 
one class of our defectives and moral 
degenerates,. but it. gathered all the 
poison elements of our modern s0- 
‘clety. The. gamblers: and the horse 
racera-and the touts, the ° “ light- 
houses,’’ the home neglecters, the baby 
killers and the pug dog nurses, the 
burglars, the pickpockets _and the 
strong-arm men, the promoters, ‘the 
plutocrats and the profiteers, the 
liquorites, the Amalekites. and, the 
painted “Amazons, the double-livers, 
the society divoreées and the polyg- 
amist movie stars (whose coming waa 
heralded acroags the continent), the 
vaudeville performers, the. propriétors 
of the dégraded theatres and all the 
other women exploiters, the Sabbath 
breakers, the church scorners and the 
God defiers. 

They were all there. How did our 
mild friend know all these wicked ones?

A RADICAL AT COLUMBIA. 


Frank Tannenbaum = Praises © the 
Spirit of the Institution. 
Vo the Editor of The New York Times: 

May I beg a line in defénse of 
Columbia College, and by implication of 
higher education in general, from what 
seéme to me to be a very serious charge. 
My graduation from Columbia College 
was made the occasion for a series of 
comments by various ¢ditors, which in- 
dicate a misconception of the function 
of higher education and were based upon 
@' misreading of the facts in. the case. 
The general purport of these comments 
seemed to be that a college had received 
'@ firebrand, and made @ ‘‘good ‘boy’’ out 
of him. That it had destroyed the faith, 
the ideals, the ambitions, the sea}, the 
passions, of one who came to it’ for, in- 
struction. Were this true, it’ would be 
cause for mourning rather than jubila- 
tion. If our colleges were to destroy the 
faith of those who come to them for in- 
struction they would bea national 
calamity. For surely it were far better 
that We remain a nation of unlettered 
firebrands than become one of educated 
white lilies, without passions, without 
faith and without persistent, even .if 
erroneous, belief. 

The glory of Columbia College lies in 
the fact that it admitted one: whose 
name was anathema to many good peo- 
ple, and having admitted him left him 
severely alone; that différences of 
opinion were treated as such and. not 
made the occasion for the staging of 
conversion ceremonial, either private or 
public: that it gave him his degree 
without demanding a confessional. 

The value of education is to. be found 
in the strength it gives,’"in the provision 
of a 'sénse of relativity, in revealing. the 
organic character of institutions, in 
making visible the fact that the world 
has a past as well ag a future. But 
more important than that, the value of 
a college education is to be found in the: 
contacts it provides, the interests it de- 
velops, and the fact that it exposes one 
to various faiths other’: than his own. 
Were one to pick the half dozen teachers 
on ‘the Columbia campus who have. the 
greatest influence and who are the best |‘ 
teachera, they would all be men of faith 
different from each other and different 
from the studénts—possessed of strong, 
persistent and even ardent, attitudes to- 


not hide that, even if it were desirable 
to strip. the classroom of personality, 


their success. as teachers and their in+ 
fluence upon the thought and character 
of the students who come to them. 

, Education is not. an attempt to, produce 
unthinking acquiescence, to make one fit 
some particular pattern, acceptable to 
some particular group—definite, sche- 
matic, shorn of originality and fit for 
nothing but conformity. It is really a 
means. of stimulating originality, of 
permitting one to chéese and pick and 
grow if the stuff for growth is in him. 
It is, or should be, a stimulus and not 
@ shearing process, It feeds the faith, if 
faith be there. It gives definiteness and 
atability even if it induces a sense of 
the greater complexity. of things, and 
this is praise enough for any college.

The excessive heat of the last few days 
is causing serious suffering, but far 
more serious is the fact that for six 
months only: 16# millimeters, of rain has 
fallen. In the last. forty-four days 
there has been only two millimeters of 
rain. ‘The normal rainfall in France is 


fifty-five millimetérs monthly . 

Immense damage has ‘been done to-all 
crops, and although the water supply 
of Paris is assured the ‘reservoirs of 
many other cities have givén.out. Not 
a few of the rivers. have their beds al- 
most dry. 

The Matin estimates ‘that. the. present 
drought is.as bad as,,.or. worse than, 
that. of fifty years ago, because that 
was p ugceded by a wet Winter, whereas 
last Winter was dry.

CLEVELAND, July 11.—The State at 
noon today rested its case in the, trial of 
Eva Catherine Kaber for the murder of 
her husband, Daniel F. Kaber, with the 
exception of one witness, who cannot 
be heard until the middle of. the week. 
The défense will begin its testimony to- 
morrow morning. 

A-motion by Attorney William J. an 
rigan, for Mrs. Kaber, that all testimony 
relating -to~ poisoning be taken from 
the jury was overruled by Judge Ber- 
non; on the ground that it tended to 
prove .the conspiracy charge, alao pre- 
meditation and deliberation in the 
charge of murder by stabbing.
